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THE 
DEW. 


Comparatively 1ml icw amongst I lie 


many who profess to be careful observ- 
ers or natural phenomena, have attain- 
ed to a moderate knowl'-rtgp of tlio for- 
mation of dew. It is often—indeed 
commonly—said that the dew "falls,'' 
anil tins observation is allowed to pass 
even by persons who know full well 
that it does not, fall, the acquiesBiice 
being partly due to ti.e prevalence of 
'•rroneous notions on the subject, and 
partly to the dilliciilty of establishing 
better notions in their stead. This is a 
subject, however, of iinc.li grtnt Impor- 
tance that it should have, some amount 
of attention from all lovers nC the conn- 
try, and especially from such as iiro em- 
ployed in out-door business, whether in 
the forest, the field or the Harden, 
The 


most casual observation will convince 
any one that between tho dew and the 
rain there must be an essential differ- 
ence, for rain certainly falls, and yon 
»«• the clouds that produce it; but we 
do not sec the dew tall, and its appear- 
ance is not accounted for by clouds as 
the appearance of rain is, for, in truth, 
the clear, moonlight night, is the very 
time when dew appears most conspicu- 
ously, so that the early milkers amongst 
long grnss may be properly warned to 
so out protected by means of water 
boots. It is the samo in winter as in 
summer as to tho circumstances Unit 
accompany, anil, as will bo seem, that 
not only accompany, but cause a depo- 
sition of dew; but the result is differ- 
ent to this extent, that whereas in sum- 
mer tho dew appears iu tlie form of 
globules of water, in winter its appear- 
ance is that of hoar frosl. Now, with 
tlie popular—and wo must add with the 
very ignorant -description of the dew 
as "falling," to dispose of it iu those, re- 
marks, we shall observe, that while the 
summer dew H not rain, neither ia the 
winter dew snow, li.iin falls and snow 
falls, and both are discharged fioin tho 
clouds that are not only visible at the 
time, but often appear long before, tho 
fall takes place, and give, us a notice that 
it is coming. .But. tho time to look for a 
heavy dew, or thick crust of beautiful 
hoar frost is when there are no clouiH, 
and when the barometer is high, thu ai r 
calm, and comparatively speakiii«, iliy 
and cold—while the eiirlh and its be- 
loiiKingn, such 113 jrrass, trees, &c.. are 
comparatively warm.—(,',,,-((cue.
